' MANIPUK AND THE WA!!. 

N(j Adniini-stration Reports are being published for the years 11)41-42 
ind^lO 12-13. Jfhe records for this period boiiig, owing to the war, incomplete. 
The main events ot these years are, however, included in the present 

report. 

In January l‘)U, a rumour circulated in Imphal according to which 

it was foretold in the “ Purans ” that the years 193:). 1910 and 1911 

would be years of trouble in Manipur. Many people would do w'rong 

ind the Proja would suffer much. All was expected to he well again 
in 1912. The first part of this prophesy turned out to be very much 
truer than the second. The “ Women’s War ” had disturbed the peace 

of Imphal in 1939-10, but all (he women had returned to the main 

bazar in the British He.serve by February 1911. The second half of the 

pear 1911, however, saw the abdication in Eeptemher and the death in 
November of His late Highness Maharaja Sir Cburauhand Singh. Then 
in December Japan entered the war. 

This last event was at fir-t taken quietly in Manipur, no one realising 
how soon the enemy would reach the frontiers of the State. A black- 

out vas imposed in Imphal and much interest was aroused when the 



plan to build a road into Burma throagfU Pallel and Tama beoatne 
public pMperty. There was a bad harvest at a time when a good harvest 
was most needed. 

In January and February 19t2> refugees began to arrive in their 
hundreds from Burma and were housed on their way through in a camp 
iive or six miles north of Imphal. Many were fed by Their Highnesse.s 
the Maharaja and Maharani. Foreign merchants started removing their 
families and then themselves departed in large numliers. 

By April an acute shortage of transport had developed. Befugees, by 
now in their thousands, were unable to travel on to Di napur and the 
camps overflowed. The price of rice rose from al)out fi*. 1/12/- to 
Ke. 7/- and then !<)/- per maund and was extremely scarce, aita, 

dal, flour and sugar 1x)ing almost unobtainable. 

On May 10th and Idth there were air-raids on Imphal •, in the flr^t, 
bombs fell cm the Assam Rifles lines and in the second, in the area of 
the Residency and the Bazar. The front of the Kesidencj^ n as damaged 
by a near miss and a bomb landed on the main gate of the Jail and 
demolished it. As a result of the tiiNt raid, the chil administration of the 
State ceased to fnnotim. llis Highness and the Pn^sident, Mr. Sharpe, 
wore away from Imphal, the latter with Mr. Duncan, A.ssislant to the 
Political Agent, being out be>ond Dkhrul fetching in (icuieral Stilnell. 
For the rest, the State departments, the doctors, the elericil staff and 
the menials all fled to a safe distance. I'hc Police, ha\iug failed to 
report for duty the next day, were suspended and all th.' convicts in 
the jail escaped. In the centre of Imphal, almost the only ei\ilians 
remaining were a few pilferers and looters. 'Phis debacle was due to a 
belief that the .lapanese weie coming; Iinj)hal had no anti-aircraft 
defences and all that the civilian population had seen were Japanese 
planes, a retreating army and a rabble of refugees. 

Towiird> the end of the month conditions began to return to normal. 
His Highness was spending a part of each day in his Palace and many 
State servants, including some of the Civil Police, had reported for duty. 
The Darhar, however, remained for the time being in abeyance. Mean- 
while large numbers of troops and followers were arriving and requisitioning 
houses in Imphal and ehsewhere. This the Manipuris accepted with praise- 
worthy cheerfulness. Other arrivals were 6,000 (Chinese soldiers and more 
and more refugees. These last often arrived 'in Manipur sadly exhausted, 
some having been sent on their way by the Japane.se without food. In 
addition, the evacuation of the Burma army used up all the available 
transport. 

In Imphal, the main bazar had been gutted after the second air-raid 
and the Women’s bazar remained closed. Nevertheless, petty contractors 
were bringing in fish and fresh vegetables in considerable quantities and 
lahntr was returning to M'ork on the road. 

During the spring of 10-12 there came into being the “ V Forg^ ”, an 
■organisation which raised, with the help of the Assam Rifles, a force of 
guerrillas by distributing arms to Nagas and Kukis. They were also 
responsible for the formation of a screen of local scouts which was 
intended to iutehreept enemy agents attempting to infiltrate into India. 
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By July conditions had returnud nearer to normal. Dacoity was dimin- 
ishing, the worst “ t>ld lags ” having been rounded up ; the Treasury staff 
had returned and normal Treasury work had been resumed; anl a iiamber 
of civilian Lorries abaii lon.^d after the first air-raid had been salvaged 
and repaired, enabling the state t) imjnrt small quantities of the most 
urgently needed commodities for sale in Iraphal. Militarily also, the situation 
was stabilised. The Fourth Uv)rps established its headquarters in Jorhat, 
later moving to Imphal, and for tl»e next eighteen mo:»ths activity was 
confined to patrolling along the Chindwin and in the Chin Uills. 
'I'broughout this period the main pro-occupation in Manipur was economic. 
The army was employing large numbers of labourers and paying them 
handsomely. In the Hills alone, it was estimated thit in the autumn 
of 11H2 the army was e uploying daily up to 5,0 )0 impressed labourers 
and that another 0,500 were employed by contractors on military 

projects. Treasury transactions, which in peace-time had averaged about 
two lakhs of rupees a month, rose to between thirty and forty lakhs a 
month. At the same time, owing to the shortage of transport, iinpt>rt<'d 
articles on which this inotvy might have been spent were practically 
non-existent. Inevitably the price of rice, on which all other prices 
hinged, started to soar an{l by August had reached Hs. 2 )/- per maund. 
State trading with the help of the patched-np lorries liad some effect 
in the autumn ; the pidee of Kerosene oil wois forced down from Hs oO - to 
I4s 2') per tin and that of rice sank to Its 10,- p a* mauml. In s})ite 
of this, however, rice was hick at Hs 3')/. per mauni by March 1013, the 
harvest having again be(m poor. In April an attempt was made to fix 
the price at Ks Id/- per maund, but when this control was removed 
two months later the price rose to Ha oO -. 

On April 2''th aud 2Kt Implial was b )mbed ngaiu, the main casual- 
ties being caused by a bomb n hich fell on a wedding pirty whose merry- 
making pr<*veiitel them hearing th<5s_\ren. On this occasion there was 
no panic, only the Kabni Naga sweepers running a\va 5 \ The State 
A. H. F., M'hich Imd been organized to dovetail with the military 
P. A n., functioned satisfactorily. 

During the first eight months of the year under rep )rt, economic 
pre-occupations continued to predominate. Some effect was produced by a 
** Grow More Pood ” campaign carried out by leading State servants, 
and the Military Local Purchase Officers continued to buy large quan- 
tities of local produce. In the year October ltH2 to September lOt:!, 

for instance, they bought 78,011- maunds of vegetables, 3,17,7-li maunds 
of firewood, 31,77,420 lbs of milk, 0,22,343 lbs of lish, 20,di'i3 maunds of 
potatoes, l,31,94f^ maunds of fruit, l],l-3'> maunds of charcDal 

and 82,322 ducks and chickens. 

In Angnst the State was importing paddy from Assam and selling 

it at lie. X/- a seer and in September at fourteen annas By Novembei* 
the market price had been brought down to He. 22/- par maund but in December 
yq,t another Iwd harvest sent it back to Rs. 3 j/-. Stats selling at eight 
anna^ a seer had no effect and was abandoned. An attempt to contr.d 
the prices of fish, fruit and vegetables re.'eived no support either from 

the soldiery or from the civilian population as far as bazar sales were 
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concerned, though the Tjocal Purchase \^uioers were able to lAiy from 
villagers at the controlled rates. 

Another factor making for economic instability was that by the 

antmnn of IthlS, in Iraphal alone some 8,000 honiesteads containing 
over 20,000 buildings had been requisitioned for the army. The owners, 
including many state servants, had to " double up with friends and 
relations in the surrounding countryside. 

An attempt had meanwhile been made to combat inflation by urging 
Manipuris to buy War-bonds and Defence Savings (lertificate.s. By 
January 1944, iis. 2,0J,0U0/- had been invested by contractors through 
the Treasury and more was promised on the ooca-iion of the inauguration, 
during this month, of the Alanipur State N^ational War Front. 

P^or the pre\ions two years Implial had Iwjen regarded as a main base 

for the coming invasion of Burma and iii the .spring of l!»4:l, Wingate’s 

first experiment in long-range peneti’iition had used it as such. In March 
1911 it .«>iuldenl_\ had to be ein i^^lged as the primary target f)f a Japanese 
attack. ’I’he roads and jeep-traeks which had been laboriously prejianul 
for a British advance south and east greatly facilitated the Japanese 
advance north and west. Tlie lessons of the previous Aiakaii eamjiaigr* 
were liastily applied, and “boxes” or defended localities, u en* organis<*d. 
The cantonment area of Imphal containing the Kesich'uc^, llu‘ old Ass.im 
Kifles lines and the State offices was Avired off and named tlie “ Citadcd ” 
and a large area which included the Implial air-stiip and I Corps lu'ad- 

qunrters AAas cleared of cix ilians and ehristtuicd the “ K<'ep. ” 

'rhen on March 10th, three complete Japane-se divisions crossed the 

Chindwin at Homalin and Thaungdut and that day and the next there 

were air-raids on Imphal. A Aveek later the enmny were in (Jkhrul and 

they expected to enter Imphal on March 27th. At Sangshak they were 
held up by a nn.\(>d force of >iepali troops and a parachute' battalion 
but tuo or three day.s later they were reported to be in the foothills 

east of SaAAombung ( mile 7 on the Ukhrul road ) Avhere their progress 
was 8top]>ed by the 20rd Indian IMvision. A further crossing of the Chindwin 
had also occurred further south and from this the Japanese advanced up 
the Kabo Valley to attack the 2()th Indian Division, Avhich was with- 
drawn towards Pallel, A similar policy of concentrating in the Imphal 
plain was adopted in the case of the I7th Indian Division which formed 
the garrison of Tiddim in the (’hin Bilks. Their; return had Ireen ordered 
as early as March 12th and they set off next day. Their withdrawal 
AVrts harassed all the way by the Japanese 88 Division who repeatedly 
placed blocks acro.ss the road, hut it Avas successfully completed with the 
help of the 28rd Division who, in spite of their commitments in the 
Ukhrul road area, sent troops to smash the final road blocks. On March 
2()th a cutfeAv was imposed throughout the valley at the request of the 
military ; on March 29th the road to Dimapur was cut ‘ by the Japanese 
loth Division and the seige of Imphal had begun ; and the next day the 
fall of Imphal itself was announced from Tokyo. 

The behaviour of the Manipuris in the face of these whirlwind 
advances was in remarkable contrast to their behaviour in May 191)2. 
Ifobody ran away and except for the Ukhrul Sub-division which had 
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b«eil oTerrun, all the d«pattmont.«i continued to functi )n 

ttcltmally. Daring the second halt of^'Mi^ch auction of State Fishery 
leases produced bids ten times those of peacetime, the bidders being quite 
undeterred by the presence of the Japanese some ten miles away. The 
case of the Pumlen Fishery well illustrates the state of Manipuri morale 
no less than that of Manipuri economy; in 10-12, it had fetched Hit. 001/-, 
in 191)3, Ms. 3,(»50/- was bid and in 1914 it went for Fte. -t6,H0i>/-. 

But it was not long before the economic results of the Japanese 
incursion began to appear. Villages in the battle areas had to be 
evacuated at very short notice. By the beginning of April, there was 
a severe shortcage of all imported goods, and cigarettes were almost 
unobtainable, though an occasional packet of ten Flayers fotind its way 
on to the market at Rs. o/- or 6;-. The military supplies during the 
siege were, of course, brought in entirely by air and in order to conserve 
stocks some 50.000 *• useless mouthli ” — pioneers, lorry drivers, etc. for 

whom there was now no employment — were sent out to India, partly 
by air and partly over the hill path through Tamonglnng to Haflong. 

Air transport had also helped to strengthen the defences of Irn])hal 
by flying in the 5th Indian Divi.sion, complete with its equipuient, fiorn 
Arakan. Their task was to hold and later push back the enemy ad vatu 
cing on Tmphal from the north east and north west. 'I'he Japanese by 
this time held an arc some ten miles north of Itnphil in the hills on 
both sides of the Dimapnr road and across to the Fukhao road and 
had after a struggle, captured Kanglatougbi W'hich had been lightly held 
by a handful of Assam Rifles and L of C troops, 'I’he enemy thus 
controlled the Dimapur road from Kanglat >ngbi to Mao ( half way betM'een 
Imphal and Dimapur) by the end of the first week in April and 
foraging parties approached to within six or seven miles of rmphal. 

At the other end of the Valley, the 20th DivisI ju vv^ere firml.y 
holding Fallel and the saddle half w'a.v to Tamil but the Japanese had 
established a troublesome road-block nearby at Tmignoupal. 'I’he fighting 
in this area producetl another problem for the civil administration when 
lorry-loads of refugees from the hill villages in the battle areas were 
dumped in Imphal without warning and without food. A camp was 
improvised and they were looked after by the Burma Refugee Organization. 

A far more .serious problem, however, arose a fortnight later wh‘>n the 
brigade which had been holding a line a few miles s iiith of Moirang 
on the Tiddim road was withdrawn to Bishenpur, 18 mites from Imphal. 
Some 25,000 villagers were given two days in which to move and a 
policy of denial was enforced in accordance with which any food they 
left behind (and owing to shortage of transport this was a considerable 
quantity ) was burned. 

During the second half of April there was sharp fighting with tanks 
ind artillery at Bishenpur and in the Fallel area. In the hills west of the 
Valley anemy patrols were active. One party blew up the Irang bridge 
an the Bisbenpnr-Silohar track, another damaged the water works installa- 
lions ten miles west of Imphal and a third cut the Tamenglong path 
it Haoohong. It ypai here that the former President of the Darbar, 
R£r. T. A. Sharpe, haH the misfortune to meet them. He had oome 
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By the first week in May the enemy atteoke on Pallei and Bishen. 
pur had been definitely held and we had through >ut maintained our 
garrison at Shuganu in the extreme south of the Valley. Patrol activity 
in the western hills subsided for a tinve but in the second half of May a 
roadblock w'as established at Buri Bazar, some U miles down the Tiddim 
road, behind the main body of the 17th Division who were holding 
Bishenpur. Nevertheless the situation on the whole was obviously 
improving and the economic reflection of this was unexpected. The price 
of rio'*, when there was a good prospect of its being seized by, or denied 
to. the enemy! had dropped to Rs. 25/> and near battle areas to much 
less. Eleturniug confidence now orabined with siege conditions to raise 
it toils. 50/-, Ra. CO/- and beyond. In spite of this, v'hen the military 
sought to borrow paddy to feed the troops, on a promise of repayment 
in rice with interest after the raising of the siege, promises u'ere received 
from villagers totalling over 10,000 -^maunds and a large proportion of 
this had in fact been collected when the opening of the road made 

further collection unnecessary. 

Kefugees from the hills continued to be deposited in Imphal and 
In the beginning of June they numbered over l,0<)U. Meaiu^hile in the 

hills wlienwt-r the .Japanese went they seized any paddy they could liiid and 
killed all the livestock, paying when at all in Japanese Hunna notes or 
occasionally in cleverly forged Re 10/- British India notes. It was clear 
that in many parts of the hills and in the battle areas in the Valley 
— ))ai'ticularly from Bishenpui 8onthwards-»-sheer starvation w^ould soon be 
facing the inhabitants. This was rcpre»entetl to the (ioverninent of India 
who at the beginning of June very generoush announced that they 
would be responsible for the rehabilitation of the distressed areas. 

Jn June the centre of interest was (uice more the Itimapur road. 
In .March the Japanese Cist Division had advanced on Kohinia, being 

lield up on the way at Kharasotn by a bittalion of the Assam Regi- 

me.nt, recruited in part from among Manipur State subjects. The siege 
of Kobima and its relief by the JJrd Indian Corps w'as followed l)y 
the gradually quickeuing advance of the 2nd Division dowui the road. The 
5th Division had meanwhile pu.shed up from the ImphnI end and when 
the two met at tnilo 101) on June 22ad the siege of Imphal was c.vor. 
Rehabilitation was alreidy in hind in the Mao arei and was awaiting 
the ejection of the enemy to begin elsewhere also. 

This ejection was first taken in hand in the Ukhrul area w'here the 
local hillinen had throughout been a thorn in the side of the Japanese 
of whom a preliminary cmnt showed that they captured 70 and killed 
d'i. Shortly before they left, the Japanese held meetings in the villages 
of Maipi and Kheugoi at which a Japanese Officer told headmen : — "Wo 
ciime 5,000 .‘*trong but we have had 3,000 casualties. AVe are withdraw- 
ing to Mawlaik and will return in December. When u'e came we 
trusted Kukis and Nagas but they deceived us. Next time we come 
we will have no mercy on the civilian population ”. 

The main threat to the Japanese ^position in Ukhrul came from the 23rd 
Infantry Brigade which, by arduous marches through the jungle from 
beyond Kohiina, established themselves on the north, e 48 t and south of 
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the village. The 7th Division were sent in eastwards and the 20th 
Division north-eastwards to complete the work. *\feanwhile the 23rd and 
part of the 2Dd Divisions had been entrusted with the clearing of the 
r >ad from Pallel t ) Tainu and the 5th Division had 1)een sent to re- 
inforce and later relieve the 17th Division at Hishenpur. Thence they 
would in the course of the nert two months drive the Japanese down 

the Tiddim road and finally clear Manipur of the enemy. 

RULING FAMILY. 

On September 13th 1041, llis late Dighness Sir Churachand Singh 

completed lifty years on the Oadi, When still only a child, he bad been 
made ruler by the Government of Tndia in 1S91 and in 1805 he was 
sent to the Mayo College at Ajmer, later spending .some time with the 
Imperial Cadet (Wps at Dehra Dun. On May 15th 1007 he took over 
f 1 oni the Political Agent the administration of tlie State, assisted by a 
Dai'bar oonsistiiig of one I. U. S. Officer as President and six ^^anipur^ 

Members. At that time the Slate’s normal revenue was about four lakhs 

compareil with an j-stimated )-(‘venue of nearly seventy lakhs in the 

budget framed during the year mider vejumt. 

On the outbreak of war in 101 t, the Kaja placed his services and the 

resources of his State a<^ the disposal of the King Kmjieror and in reeogni- 
lion f)f these services he uas made a C. B. K. in 1017 and given tlie 

hereditary title of Maliaraja. In 1984, he was made a K. (’. S. 1.. In 

September 1980, llis late Highness itgain placed the re><ources of his 

State nt the King Kmperor’s disposal for the prosecuti m of the war, 
the Itarbar, a y ‘ar later, voting Hs, S5,000/- fr.im the State funds as a 
gitt to His .Majesty’-. Government t twards the purchase of aircraft. 

In September 19 11, after a 50 year’s reign, His late Highness an- 

nouiieed his Iritenti.jn to abdicate as he was sufferinn from tuberculosis, 
hut befoie this could be arranged lie had di(‘d in Nabadwdp in 
November lOH. 

He was succeeded by his eldest son, Mahirajkumar Bodhchaiidra 

Singh. was horn on .lulj 2l<th 1 OOS. His Highness and his brother 

Maharujlvumar Pi lyabrata Singh were both educated at the Kajkiimar 
College, Raipur, and Msited England for six months in 1922. On June 

ISth iotl His Highness took as his Maharani Iswari Debi, eldest 
daughter of Priiice Uamaraja of Ramnagar ( Champaran ), a cousin of 
IT. M. the King of Nepil. On March l.st H>44, llis Highness married 

a Manipuri lady called Smi Kamalabati Devi as his sceoiul llani. 

After leaving the Raipur (’ollege, ^raharajkum ir Priyahrata Singh 
studied at Allahabad University when* he Ittok his B. A. degree in 198 k 

Ee w'a.s later appointed a Darbar Member and <luring the year under 
report served as a lieutenant in the Assam Regiment. 

His Highness spent 78 days on t.mr dtiring the year, visiting Shuganu, 
Khordak, Leimapokpam, Mayang Irnphal, Kakching, Lamlai, Ningthou- 
khong, Moirang, Torbung, Papan, Kharangpat and Afoug. On June 17th 
1918, His Highness left for Ramnagar, returning with Her Highne.s.s 
the Mahd.rani six days later. On October 4th 1943, His Highness left 
to attend a meeting of the Chamber of Princes in Delhi, and returned on 
November 7th. During the year, llis Highne.ss i*eceived visits from the 



llahdrajtts of Patiala, Gwalior and Fairidfeot and Major Genoral Kefaii 

S^batnaber J. 11. Rana: 

On January 23rd 1044, 13 ta Highnasa oonvaned an inaugural meeting 
of the National War Front in tbe Palace Darbar Hall. In his speech. 
His Highnes-s urged the public to support the National War Front, 

outlined 'the progress of t^e war and praised public morale. Her 

Highness the Maharani made a similar appeal and denounced Axis 

aggression. 

His Highness and the State suffered a sad bereavement with the 
death on August 6th 1943 of Maharajkumari Tombi Sana at Nabadwip. 
On February l-Jtli 1044, His Highness’s sister Maharajhuniari Radha Pyari 
was married. On March 2Hth 1044, Her Highness the Maharani left 
for Ramnagar on His Highness’s advice. During the year, Maharajkumari 
Binodini Devi passed the B. A. examination. 


CHAPTEK n— ADMlNTSTUATiON 

G EN E R A L A DMINIST RATION 

Mr. E. F. Lydall, i. c. s., of the Indian Political Service, was Presi- 
dent of the Darbar during the year under report, having taken over 
charge from Mr. T. A. Sharpe, m. n. e., i. c. on May 2.3r(l 1043. 
Until the end of 1043, the Administrative Darbar was in abeyance, its 
functions being discharged by the I’resident. On January 2nd 1944, 
however, the Darbar was reconstituted, Sjt. Waikhoin (Jhaoba being added 
to the existing five niemlwrs, namely Sjt. K. K, Bliaskor, Sjt. M. K. 
Priyahrata ( absent on active service ), Sjt. S. Somorentlra, Sjt. L. M. 
Ilioougohal and Sjt. S. Nodiachand. A month later, Sjt. 11 K. Bhaskor, 
Sjt. S. Somoreiidra and Sjt. E. M. IlKmngohal were transferred to the 
newly constituted Chief Court, their places being taken by Sjt. W. 
Yuinjao Singh, Sjt. A. Ilwongotomcha and Qazi Waliullah, the last- 
named officiating for Sjt. M. K. Priyahrata, 

To help the President with the extra work entailed by the State 
being an operational area, the post of Assistant P. M. S. 1). ( State Office ) 
had been created, the expense being borne by Government.- This post 
was held during the year by Sjt. W. Chaoba until January 2nd 1944, 
then by Qazi Waliullah until Febrinary 1st and thereafter for the rest 
of the year by Sjt. Th. Birahari, previously His Highness’s Private 
Secretary. 

Daring the year the Administrative Darbar held 23 meetings. A list 
of British Indian acts, rules and ordinances introduced into the state 
between l'.7.41 and 30.6.44 is given as Appendix LIII, 

Hill Administration at the beginning of the year was in charge of 
Mr. R. H. Shaw, A. C. 8., ( Tamenglong subdivision ), Mr. M. E. A. 
Young, A. C. 8., ( Ukhrul Subdivision ) and Sjt. Th. Pushkor Singh( Sadar 
Subdivision ). On October 23rd 1943, Mr. E. H, Shaw left Tamenglong to 
relieve Hr. M. E. A. Young at Ukhrul. Mr. Young then took over at 
Tamenglong on November 30th 1948. 
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Appendix I gives a list of high State officials. Distinguished visitors 
to the State inolnded the Maharajas of Gwalior, l^atiala, Faridkot and 
Tehri Garbwal, H. E. Major General Kernon Sham Shore J. 3i.

T’rofulla Chandra Chatterjee, B. A., 
lub-Deputy (’olh'ctor, was Land Settlement Officer from lllh November 
SOJ. 'The charge of the Office was common to both Officers but its 
janagement was entrusted to the Land Settlement Officer. 

Sjt. ('h. Lala Singh, B. A., was appointed A-sistaut Sub- Deputy Collec- 
3r on n-l-TI-. 

The field staff remained at 6 Kannngoes and 31 Amins. In addition 
> their ordinary duties they were engaged in measurement of hou-ses 
Bcupied by the military and the assessment of rental thereon. 

The Rental staff, which had been created to assess rental payments 
)!• houses occupied by the tnilitary in the Irnphal area, rt-mained at H 
mins and one officer. Sjt. II. Birahari Singh, B A., A. P, M. S. D.» 
lid charg.ll of the rental office. This office ahso assessed damage to 
•operty for which compensation was claimed from the military. Outside 
le Imphal area, assessment of rentals was dona by the T^and Records 
aff. Rental payments were made by the President of the Darbar. 



In the Daryabadi survey 6,098 Bighas ( 8,015'867 acres ) of land were 
measured ; 5,67,655 Bighas { 1,87,654 615 aorea ) of land were already 
under rayotwari settlement. 

The collection staff remained unchanged at 5 lakpas, 5 clerks, 25 
mohorrirs and 43 peons, A temporary staff of 10 mohorrirs and 35 
peons was engaged to assist in the collection of land revenue arrears. 

There wa.s no change in the rate.s of assessment. The percentage 
of current revenue collection in the valley during the year was 72'524, 
Receipts, excluding Rs. 1,817 credited after the year closed, totalled 
ffe, 6,02,420 and comprised Rs. 1,26,708 of arrear demand and Rs. 3,75,712 
of the current demand, Rs, 49,319 of arrear demand and Rs, 12,239 
of the current demand being remitted as irrecoverable and a further 
Rs, 14,629 on account of damage to crops by flood. Remis.sions thus 
totalled R». 70,187. 

Sale cases in respect of 58,-505 defaulting estates were instituted in 
order to realize Rs. 1,28,431. Of this amount, Rs. 52,031 was realized 
before the date of .sale and Rs 16,078 by sale, Rs- ]<>.0J,3 being r<*mi(ted 
as ii’i’ecoverable- During the year .sale cases in res[)<*ct of 11, 507 estates 
were disposed of and ca.ses in respect of 19,908 estates remained j>euding. 
Land settlement oases for disposal numbered 2t,7i)l. Of these 8,072 
were finished and 10,680 remained pending. The figure-. r)f case work 
are given in Appendices IV, VI and VII and of Land revemu' collection 
in Appendix XL Appendices TX and *X give the figures of cases filed 
in the Court of the President and in His Highness’s Hevisional Court. 

In Jiribam the post of !Mouzadar was held throughout the year by 
Sjt. Aramham Ihungohal Singh, Appendices V, VIII and XIT give the 
figures of civil cases, sale cases and re\euue collection in Jiribam. 


CHAPTER III— PROTECTION. 

ST.^TB MILITARY POLICE. 

In the year under report Mr. L. T. Wilson, I. P., held charge of the 
S. M. P. department up to 23.11. 43 and Mr. T. V. Clark, I. P,, held 
command from 24.11.44 to the end of the year. 

Sjt. Salam Kharaba Singh remained Subedar of the S. M. P. throughout 
the year 

The .strength and details of the force are shown in Appendix XIII. 

1’he total cost of the maintenance of the force was Rs. 43,908/14/3. 

The main duty entrusted to the State Military Police during the 
year was the guarding of the Palace when the Japanese approached to 
within a few miles of Imphal. The Palace Compound was then fornned 
into a “ box ” or defended locality, manned by the State Military Police. 

CIVIL POLICE. 

Mr. L. T. Wilson, I. P., Superintendent of Police, Manipur State, held 
charge of the Civil Police Department Amtil 23-11-48 when he was suc- 
ceeded by Mr. T. V. Clark, L P. who held charge until the end of the 



year. Mr. Wilson had succeeded Mr. E. B. Hughes-Hughes I. P., the 
President, Mr. T. A. Sharpe, holding charge in between, from 11-7-42 
until 27-9-42. Both Mr. Wilson and Mr. Clark were Burma Police Officers 
lent to the State as a temporary measure. 

The sanctioned strength of the force was 1 Superintendent of Police, 
1 Inspector, 4 Sub-Inspectors, H Asst. Sub-Inspectors, L Station Writer 
and Pound Keeper and 67 Constables. There were over and above the 
sanctioned strength, 2 Sub-lnsp.'ctors, ft A.sst. Sub- Inspectors and 1 T.iterate 
Constables who were employed temporarily throughout the year to cope 
with the increased crime that had prevailed in the valley since the first 
bombing. Besides, the services of 4 Temporary Asst. Sub-Inspectors and 
1 Temporary Constables were entertained with effect from 10-2-14 to 
carry out duties concerning the control of the prices of food stuffs and 
measures against profiteering and boat ding. 

There were also 2.Tft village chowkidars ( 10 of them in the .Jiri valley ) 
giving a ratio of police, including chowkidars, to population of one to 
l()')t0‘>. In addition to - the police stations— one at Imphil and another 
at Jiribam, a third police station wa.s opened at Wangjing from 2t-l 1- 13, 
but* was later shifted to Thoubal. These police stations to)k up all 


cognizable cases in the Manipur and Jiri Valleys. 

""of the total cost of the force namely Rs. 1,16,8 M-ll-fi, a sum of 

Rs 75 .o.I.")- 1 6-0 was spent on Establishment Pay, Rs. 4,2tb-10-(j on contin- 
gencies, Rs. 4,r)td-!-0 on Travfdling Allowancn;, R* 25.753-8-0 on the cost 
of concession rice and Rs. 6,765-11-0 on pay of Temporary Kslahlishmont. 

particulars of crimes c(»mmitted and of the working of the Civil Police 
during the year are given in Appendices XIV and XV re.spectively. 

In' 1942, the flow of refugees from Burma and the extension of the 

war to the frontiers of Manipur caused considerable upheaval in the Sltate 
and threw extra responsibilities on tin police. Thj oiitstinding events 
Avpre the two bombing raids in rmphal on 16th and 16tli Ma,v 10t2. 

After the first raid most of the force deserted their posts and the 

Superintendent was forced to issue an order on 11th May suspending the 
fnncti'us of the police. After the raids there was much looting in 
Imphal Town and for some time afterw^ards a state of lawlessness and 
d^order prevailed all over the valley. A number of dangerous criminals 
escaped from the jail during the second raid and these with other b.ad 
characters started committing dacoity over a wide area. The army rendered 
great assistance in rounding up these dacoits and escaped prisoners. The 
police force was eventually got together agvin on 27th May, hut was 

greatly handicapped owing to both the Civil and State Military Police 

buildings having been taken over by the army. 

On the reconstitution of the force after its breakdown at the time of 
the bombing, the outposts at Mao, Sengmai and Pallel were abolished. 
The outpost* at Jiribam was converted into a pffioe station and continued 
to deal with crime in the Jiri Valley. A temporary post was also esta- 
hli8h(4 at Bishenpur to assist the military authorities in checking travellers 


on the Oachar-Bishenpur Road. 

At the beginning of the year the S. P.’s office and P. S. were both 
accommodated in the I. P.’s house at Kwakeithel but in Janu^y 1943 
the police station was recovered from the army and the b. P. s office was 



moved to the military police quarter guard building. The need for pro- 

per quartern for the Civil Police was still greatly felt especially ns more 
requisitioning of houses by the army necessitated officers living farther 

and farther away from Headquarters. 

Though there was a reduction in daooity and robbery, crime especially 
theft and housebreaking increased steadily. This was due to ( 1 ) econo- 
mic conditions and the price of luce which reached R». 45/- per maund, 

(II) the turning of large numbers of Manipuris out of their houses 
TNhich were requisitioned by the army, (III) the unusually large amounts 
of money in possession of many people owing to the large increase in 
wages ( IV ) inadequate staff to deal with the volume of crime. Increases 
to the strength were sanctioned in September iyt2 and May ItUO and 

with these increases crime was gradually being brought under control. 

The Civil j’olice carried out their duties satisfactoidly at the time of 
the two air raids on linphal in April 11) I..'!. The presence of numbers of 
troops threw a lot of extra duties on the Civil Police especially in 
connection with the clearing of ramres for field firing. Men were attached 
to various Military Head(]uarters, Field Security Sections etc to assist 
local commanders in dealing with Mauipnris. X motor patrol v\as also 
started on the road between Mao and Pallel to contr d movements of 
civilians. 

During the .fapanose incursion in Id It, the Civil Police did exe dlent 

work and mire than recovered the reputation fhp,\ had forfeited in Id 12, 
The evicti in of civilians from battle areas at short notice, s )metim(‘a 

under tire from the Japanese, was carried out efficiently and without 

complaint. Many Members of the force also did good work with military 
units. Altogether the Manipur Police can be proud of the part it pla\ed 
in those critical days. 


JUDICIAL 

During the year under report Sjt. Jtajkumar Bhaskor Singh held the 
charge of the department, except for one month i. e. from 8. 11. 43 to 
7. 12. 43 when he was on leave and Sjt, S. Somorendra Singh wan in 
charge. 

Under Order No. 21 P. of IQll- pissed by His Hihgness the Maharaja 
of Manipur, a Chief Court was stai ted from 1. 2, 41< with Sjt. Hajkumar 
Bhaskor Singh as Provisional Chairman and Sit. 8, Somorendra Singh, B. A. and 
Sjt, L. Iboongohai Singh, B. A., B- L., as Assistant Judges. The original 
anl appellate civil, ci’iiniml and oth w Judicial powers of the Judicial 
Member and the Darhir were transferred to this court. It became the 
only appellate court in Manipur, and all applications to H. H. are now 
received by the C. C. for being registered and forwardeil to H. H. Conse- 
quently the work of this court, both appellate and original has increased 
greatly. A clerk and a ohaprassi of the Cheirap Court were transferred 
to this Court hut still more hands are needed in its office to cope with 
the work, so proposals for increasing the numbers of clerks and ohaprassis 
are under consideration. In other courts the number of the officials 
remained unchanged. 

As in the last year there was some disturbance of work and 
material loss to the Department owing to enemy action. 



Details are given lielow : —

There is only one prison in the State and it is at Imphal, It was 
pened in 18J2 and has a c.ipacity of 8t)9 male convicts, i> female 
onvicts, 1 Civil prisoner, 28 male lunatics and 1 female lunatic.

The total cost of the Jail establishment, maintenance of prisoners, 
upkeep etc. amounted to Rs. l,(it,00l.0-0 as against Rs, 2G,104!-0-0 in 
the previous year. 

AIR R.MD PRE(^AUTTONS. 

The State’s A. R. P. service was formed in 10 1-2 to dove- tail with the 
Military P. A. D. scheme. Imphai was divided into sectors, each contain- 
ing a military P. A. 1). aid post and a civil A. R. P. ahl post. Each 
such post contained a leader, three help“rs and a chowkidar under the 
cjutrol of the Civil Surgeon who gave instruction in First Aid. In addition 
each sector had one Warden, a D-irhar Member or other leading State 
Servant, ami a number of Assistant Wardens, all unpaid volunteers. The 
whole scheme was under the general c )ntr()l of the J’re.sident of the 
Darbar who, as the Slate’s A. K. P. Officer, maintained liaison w'ith the 
military officers concerned. With the establishment of aerodromes in 
various parts of the Valley, aid p )sts w^ere also .set up in tho nearby 
villages. 

By the end of the year under re-port tJiere had been airraids on 
Imphai and the Manipur Valley on 17 days. This does not include 
air activity by both sides which formed an integral part of the military 
operations. Civilian casualtie.s sustained were as follows: — 

May l<>th and 16tl> lt>P2 — 71 killed and about 8'» wounded. 

( In addition at l<*ast 50 refugees were killed, some iii the 
European refuge-e camp and som(? in lorries on the road. ) 

April 20th and 21st 194<3 — 90 killed and 49 wounded. 

November 9th 1943 — 3 killed and 3 wounded. 

March ICth and 17 th 191)1 — 1 killed and 16 wounded. 

April 3rd, 10th, 15th, 17th, 22nd and 2f>th 1944— 1 killed. 

May 1st, 6th, 10th and llth 191t — 4 killed and 6 wounded 

Total 170 killed and about 151. w'ounded, excluding refugees. Some of 
he wounded subsequently died. 

The State had introduced its own version of the War Injuries Ordi- 
ijmoe and during the year a sum of Ks. 23 ,j 09/- was pud out by the 
$tate to the wounded and to the relatives of those killed. Payments 
vere made altogether in 198 cases of death and 60 cases of injury. 

GUNS IN THE HILLS. 

In the Hills gun licenses are issued for protection to villages rather 
ban to individuals other than State servants. They numbered 898 and 
here was one cannon. In the Sadar Subdivision there were 322 guns. 
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held by Kukis (95), Mao Nagas (110), Maram Nagas (27), Kaoba 
Nagas (11), Khoiraos (12) and the rest by other tribes. There were 
also 16 loan giins. In the We-^t Subdivision there were 362 held by 
Kukis ( 252 ), Kabuis ( 42 ). Kacba Nagas ( 23 ), Chirus ( 2 ) and State 
servants ( 26 ). The Kabuis had 1 cannon. There were also 10 loan 
guns, in the Mast Sub-division there were 194 guns but information as 
to their distribution is not available. 

In addition there were larg) numbers of arms distidbuted by the 
V Force as well as those lost by both sides in the course of the operations. 

CHArrEli IV— PRODUCTION 

CHOPS, LABOUR AND CJATTLB. 

The weather during the year was on the whole gooil. Frojn July 
10th to August 6th 19+8, however, cultivation suffered from want of 
rainfall. From then until August 2(»th, on the other hand, damage 
was done t) standing paddy by floods due to eYces,sivo rainfall, the 

Iril 1 ‘iver overflowing and flooding 5 square miles of ])addy. Again, from 

November 19th 19+8 until March l7th 19+'+ insnffici(‘iit rainfall iivpcib'd 
the growth of the vegetable crops. Appendices II and III give figures 
of temperature and rainfall. 

The area under rice cultivation in the valley was 6,75.152 biglia.s 
( 1,90, 132'892 acres) and that under other crops was 4'(),15S bighas 
( 15,29r90() acres ). The rice crop was estimated to be only an eight 
anna crop ; other crops too wore poor. The price of i ice i os<* to stra- 
t'lsplierieal heights d\iring the year. In 193ti it had hetm H-! 1 12/- per 

mvund, in 19+0 lis 2/-, in 1911 Ks. 2'’^/- and only in 19+2 Us. 3/. 

By April I5th 19+2 it was fl.s. 7/- and had risen to Hs. 10/- by 

the end of the month and was very scarce. In August 19+2, when the 

price stood at Rs. 25/-, the army started importing rice hut desisted 
early in September after bringing in IHOO maunds. By the end of 
Novemljer with the new crop coming in, the price sank to between 
Rs. 8/- and Rs. 10,-, but when the harvest was found to be disappoin- 
ting, it rose in January 19+3 to between Rs. 16/- and Rs. 20/- and 

in March to betwt'en ib. 26/- and Ks. 3i>/-. 

In April 1943 the price of rice was controlled at Rs. 10/- per maund 
but when this control was removed on June 16th the price rose to 

between Rs. 4-0/- and Rs. 50/-. Surprise checks of stock carried out in 

June and July at Moirang and yairipok revealed that the villagers ha<l only 
abiTut half enough paddy to last them through the year. 

“ Grow more food ” day was held on June l7th 1943 and Darbar 
Members did good work touring the Valley and doing propaganda. The 
public was also warned that failure to cultivate would involve cancellation 
of pattas. The State also distributed seed paddy from its stocks. In 

August the , State was importing rice from Assam and soiling it at Ke. 1/- 
per seer. 200 maunds was issued daily to dealers, no member of the 

public being allowed t) b'ly more than 2 seers a day. This measure 

reduced the market price from Rs. J/4/- to Ko. 1/- and later to 
per seer. 
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In Kovnmber the poor harvest sent the price back to Ke. 85/- per 
jnaund. though the State was by that timj selling at '/d/' per seer. 
In April the price was down to &. 25/- but with the approach of the 

Japanese it rose in May to Ss. 40/- and in June to between Rb. 50/. 

and its, mi-. 

In October 1943 an attempt had l)een made to control the prices 
of fish, fruit and vegetables. This was largely ineffective in the open 
market owing to the inflationary conditim of the State’s economy but 
it enabled the military Local Purchase Odicers to buy considerable 
quantities of local produce from the villages.,/ 

Unskilled labour both in the Valley and in the Hills, which in 

peace time had earned -/4 - per day, was earning Ks. l/l/- as a 
daily wage during the year. Labour employed by contractors and paid 

on a piece-work basis earned as much as Re. 5/- a day. For artisans 
the figtires were double these. The hire of a bullock cart within a 
3 mile radius of Tmphal rose from -/-l/d in 1941 to Re 7- or if* '^ 1 - 

iu the year under report. Outside Imphal the rate rose from -/l/^ 

in 19tl to Rs2''S,- per mile. 

Figure' for labour impres.sed in the Hills for the military are n )t 
available but the numbers were far in excess of anything experienced 
in peacetime. Hill men w’orked not only as labourers on the Dimapur, 
Tamil and Tiddim roads and the Kharasom, Ukhrul, Sita, Mombi and 

Bishenpur-Jiribaui Jeep-tracks but als(» as porters for parties of Assam 
Flifles, Force and other military and air force formations operating 

in the Hills. For State work, 3,350 coolies were impressed in the 

4adar and 31,409 in the Tamengloag Subdivi.sion. 

All Exptud tax of Rs 10/- a buffalo, Rs K/. a bullock and Rs 5/- a 
pony is normally levied on all such animals exported from tho State or 
hrough the State from one part of British India to another or to or 
rom Burma. The collection of this tax is carried on in the Foreigners' 
Office. During the year under revievv, however, there was no export 
»f animals from or through the State. ^ 

ABTS AND (’RAFTS. 

The Office of the Arts and Crafts Depart iient was burned down 

d the time of the bombing of linphal in 1942 and thereafter tlie depart- 
nent remained in abeyance. 

PRESS AND LIBRARY. 

Sjt. Wahengb-iin Yumjao Singh continued to hold charge as Superin- 

endent of the State Press up to the 1st of Feliruary, 19H, when due 
0 his appointment * to Membership of the Manipur State Darbar, as 

‘ress and Education Member, the Head Clerk, Sjt. Yendrembam Chingkhei 
ingh, officiated in his place for about two months. Then Sjt Liisram 
iopal Singh, B. A., took over the charge as Superiiiten lent ( under training ). 

7’he machinery consist.s of an up-to-date Double Demy Wharfedale 

rinting maohine and various machines for cutting, ruling, paging 
nd perforating. 
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la addition to the printiag of the Btate ^doiinlstratiott Report, the 
State Budget, the various forms for use in the offices and smie vernacular 
text books, private works were also undertaken which brought in a Sam 
of fis. 168/8/-. 

For the furtherance of the war effort, various propaganda leaflets, 
important war-nes's in the vernacular and special requirements of His 
Majesty’s Forces were also printed. During the most critical days of 
this year the Press undertook the printing of a weekly news-sheet 
organized by the Army. 

The Press was very busy throughout the whole year. Many 
difficulties were undergone due to the general scarcity of printing materials. 

During the year the Darbar, at the instigation of Sjt. ITumjao Singh, 
decided to start a library of historical books, especially those pertaining 
to Manipur, and its. 1,200/- was allotted fur this purpose. 

ARCHAEOLOGY. 

Manipur having become an operational area, it was not possible for 
Sjt. Yumjao Singh to continue his investigations int) the past history 
of the State or his excavations at Shangaithen. 

FORESTRY. 

Sreejut Laireninayuin Iboongohal Singh, B. A., B. L., Additi'»nal Member, 
Manipur State Darbar, continued to hold charge of the Forest Department 
up to the Sis# January 1914 and he was on tour for o2 days. 

Steejut Arambam Ibotomoha Singh, B. A., B. L., took charge of this 
Department from the morning of 1st February 11) t4 and held charge of 
the Department for the rest of the year. He was on tour for 8 days. 

Sjt. II. K. Bijoychandra Singh, B. A., D. D. R., continued to officiate 
as the State Forest Officer and Sjt. Moirangthem Gunamani Singh conti- 
nued to hold officiating charge of the Jirimukh Range Office thronghont 
the year under report. 'I'he former was on tour for 80 days. 

There were 19 oases pending at the beginning of the year and during 
the year under report 608 cases were filed and reported- Of these, 010 
were disposed of and 17 remained pending in the evening of 30th June 
1944. ** 295 offence reports were reported ; 273 of these were disposed of 
and 22 remained pending. 31 notices and 292 Parawanas were issued 
during the year under report. 3 Appeals were preferred against the order 
of the Foi-est Member, Manipur State Darbar. 

No new State Forest Reserve was constituted during the year under 
report and there was no change in the working plan. 

The system of assessing valley village lands and fisheries as Grass 
Mahals continued- In most cases the boundaries of Grass Mahals coincide 
with those of the village lands and fisheries. The royalty on grass is 
thus • realised by an outright sale i. e- by auctioning the Mahals indi- 
vidually. The sale prpceeds were fib. 19,848/- as against Us. 2,270/- 
oollected in the previous year. This increase was mainly due to the 
heavy Military demand for thatching grass. 

The departmental running of the two Toll Stations at Sekmai and 
Sawombung continued as in the previous year. The collection from the 
other Toll Stations, including the amount of Bfl. 815/- which remained 
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uaoollected during the previous year, was Bs. 7,423/* as against the sum 
of Be. 9,969/1/* collected during the previous year. A sum of Bs. 402/- 
reinained nnooUected during the year under report. 

The Jiri*Borak Forests continued to be run by the State Forest 
Department. The royalty received from the Divisional Officer, Gachar 
Division, on account of the share of the royalty collected by him 
on the Forest Produce of Jiri-Borak Forests was B>. 5,977/2/- as against 
the sum of ft*. 8,836/14/- remitted in the previous year. The royalty 
collected at Jiriniukh Range Office and Jirigliat Beat Office was Rs. 22,119/2/11 
as against Rs. 25,784/9/9 collected in the previous year. The fall of 
revenue from this head is mainly due to the abnormal rise of the wages 
of labourers and the inability of the Block-holders to get a sufficient 
quantity of food at the controlled rates for the labourers they engaged in 
their work. 

The Jade mine remained unsold as before. The collection realized 
from other monopolies was Rs. 1,155/- including the arrear revenue as 
against the amount of Rs. 40/- collected in the previous year. A sum 
of Rs. 300/- remained uncollected. 

The Manipuri Lime pits were again sold on a monopoly basis. The 
sale proceeds of this monopoly were Rs. OjlOO/- as against Rs. 1,C00/- 
collected in the previous year. Of this sum, Rs. 3,825/- was collected 
and Rs. 1,275/- remained uncollected. 

When the Foiest Department undertook a contract with the C. R. E. 
114 for supplying timlxTs and bullies, tlie whole area of the valley 
Forests was divided into 5 Blocks and the monopoly right to extract 
timbers from each block was given to different contractors. These 
monopolists supplied timbers to the C. R. E. 114 as the subcontractors 
of the Forest Member, Manipur State Darbar, by taking a permit to cut 
trees from their l)lo<‘k8 on payment of royalty plus monopoly fee. The 
revenue collected by issuing such permits together with the State’s 

share of -/I/- per c. ft. amounted to R*. 2C,lo0/0/G. 

Many reports were submitted by the Patrolling Foresters and the 

Foresters who were in charge of certain lleserved Forests regarding 
illicit cutting of forest produce. The cases of those accm^ed who were 
willing to compound their oases were compounded and the compounding 
fees so realised amounted to Rs. 2,760/0/(5 as against Rs, 2.563/5/6 
collected during the previous year. 

The Forest Revenue collected during the year \mder report wag 

Rs. 1,02,563/12/11 including Salt Revenue, House rent and collection 
under the head Law and Justice, etc. and the actual expenditure was 
Rs. 34,191/4/3 including Salt contingencies. 

The Revenue from Manipuri salt is realised by auctioning the salt 

wells individually. The Salt Revenue collected during the year under 
eport was Rs. 1,992/- including the collection under the head Law and 
Justice, etc. as against the sum of Rs. 2,013/- collected in the previous year. 

A statement showing the collection of Forest and Salt Revenue for 
/he year 1948-44 is given as Appe^ix XXXTV.

BUDGET. 

The total revenue of the State was fi». 39,04,644/13/5 compared with 
Ss. 21,55,403/5/4 in the previous year, and the opening balance on 
l>7-t3. was Se. 10,43,034/4/2. The budget estimate of the total revenue 
w'as ite. 37,08,200/-, Actual revenue was thus in excess of the estimated 
figure by 68.1,96,444/13/5. The total expenditure M'as Re. 33,70,437/2/6 
compared with Ss. 16,12,473/13/2 and the closing balance on 30-0-44. 
was 6s. 15,77,231/15/ 1 . The budget estimate of the total expenditure wa.s 
fis, 38,06,327/-. Actual expenditure was thus less than the estimated figure 
by 6s. 4,25,889/13/6. Of the total expenditure, 68.31,95,243/15 1 was spent 
on the Valley, Ks. 1,74,093 '10/5 on the Hills and Rs. l,09i) 9/0 on 
Water Works. 

The estimated receipts under the following heads were substantially 
exceeded: — AdmiuLtratiou by Il.s. 1,2 »,S92/ 13, 1 Ij.iud lte\eiuie by 
Its. 69,022/8/4, Hill Tribes by Rs. 8,603/13/9, Forest Deparment by 
ib. 40,563 '12/1 1, Law and Justice by Hs. 5, 16 4'll/6, Miscnllani'ous by 
Bs. 35,109/10/4, Jail by Rs. 6,961/0/2 and Registration by Rs. 6.261- l5/o. 
On the other hand Foreigners Department fell below the estimated amount 
by Rs. 20,000/7/0, Refund of Advances by Hs. 86(5/12/0, Manipur Maintenance 
by Rs. 70,430 10/8 and Water Rate ( w’hich remained under military 
control ) by Its. 7,247/12/0.

FISHERIES. 

The State Fisheries, which are under the control of the President of 
the Darbar, lie mostly io the southern half of the Valley. They number 
nearly four hundred and range from small village fisheries which fetch 
a few rupees to extensive fisheries which even in normal times sell for 
several thousands. .\uctions are held annually in Marche Consequently, 
in the year under report, the fishery auctions co-incided with the Japanese 
advance on Imphal. In spite of this, bids w'ere five and even ten times 
as high as in the previous year. Outstanding bids were Rs. 2,00,065/- 
for the two Waithou fisheries sold together and Rs. 1,72,800/- for 
Ningthibakhong. 

The total demand for fishery revenue for the year, including arrears, 
was fb. 5,00,5(51/13/- and the total collected was 68. 2,34,408/8/-. Details 
are given in Appendix XXXV. 

FOREIGNERS. 

Sjt. Sanjenbam Nodia Ohand Sin|^, B. A., Additional Member of the 
State Darbar, continued to hold charga up to the Slst January 1944 and 
•Maulvi Qazi Mahammed WaH Ulla took over charge from 1st Fabrnary 1944. 



There are 3 main brancheK in the wark of the Foreigners* Oihce 
namely ( a ) Foreigners* Tax and Grazing Fees, ( b ) Income Tax and 
Trading Lioenoe Fees and (c) Cattle Bxp>rt Tax, (Vide Chapter IV). 

Foreigners’ Tax is levied at the rate of Rs. 5/- a year on each male 
adult foreigner who stays in the State more than a week. Grazing Fees 
are levied at the rate of Rs. 1/4./- per year for eaoh buffalo and annas 
-/12/ for each head of cattle owned by foreigners. 

The year opened with an ar rear demand of Rs. 12, '>01/1/-. The current 
demand was Re. 4i,Oll/4./- as against fb. 4-01/8/-. So the total demand 
was Rs. 16,07 ft/-*»'-. During the yexr a sum of fig. 4,272-6 of the arrear 
demand and a sum of Rs. 1,006/2/- of the current demand ( in all 
Rs. 5,278/8/-) was collected as again-st Rs. 4,074/1-/- in the previous year. 
Rs. .5,415/12/- was remitted. 

Income Tax is now paid by State subjects, as well as by foreigners 
and the remission of 25 of tax allowed to State subjects was removed 
in tbe year under review. I’rofits are reckoned on the turnover of the 
assessees and Income Tax is levied on tlie profits so calculated at the 
rates in force in British India. Profits are assumed at 20 / of the total 
proceeds of the transactions. 

Trading Licence Fees are chargeable on foreigners trading in the State 
at Re. 25/- and Rs. lo'- a year according to the size of the business, 

in addition to any Incoii.e Tax payable. 

The year opened with an arrear demand of fig. 1 l,147-lI-<). The 
current demand wa^ Rs, t, ‘.>8,77-5-6-3. So the total demand was Rs. 5,09,y23-l-l) 
as corupavod with la.st year’s demand of fis. 10,191-6. During the yef\r 
under report a sum of Rs. 7,020-1.5-0 of the arre-ir demand andjilfe. Gl<,.3l7-3 
o^ the current demand were collected. A sum of Rs. 12-8 was collected as 
llrocess Fees, and a sum of Us, 170/1 '- as Court Fees. 

4 The marked difference between the demand for the current year 

and that for the previous years is due to Manipuris being assessed to 
Income-tax for the first time. Actually the budget estimate of receipts 
under this head was only a (jnarter of the amount finally assessed owing 
to the discovery from the Treasury and other- olficial sources of large 
sums paid to contractors. Collection fell short of demand because most 
of the year was spent discovering taxable incomes, *-iich few accounts 

as were submitted, as well as all returns, being completely false. In 

addition, almost every single as.ses.see appealed, frequently without producing 
any relevant grounds of appeal other than that he had been arbitrarily 
assessed which, as he had produced demonstrably bogus accounts or no 
accounts at all, was entirely his own fault.^^ further difficulty was 
that all the foreign merchants fled from Iinphal in May 1912 and have 
not returned. Service of summons on them land realisation of taxes 
from them is consequently a lengthy husine.ss 

There w&a no remission of the tax in the year under review. The 
uncollected balance at the end of the year was fi.s. •1-,.3S,730-Ilr9.

75 Registration Visit Cases, 
effected at private houses, were filed and all of them were disposed of 
by the Sub-Registrar. 4 appeals were filed to the Registration Member 
against the orders of the Rural Ranchayets. All of them wera disposed of. 
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REGISTRATlOiil OP VEHICLES. 

A tax is imposed on all bicycles and tricycles at the rate of Rs. 5/- 
and Bs. 3/- respectively. This tax is renewable at the commencement of 
each financial year. But persons registering new cycles after the 31st 
December of any year need only pay half tax for the remainder of that 
financial year. The collection of thi.s tax is undertaken by the Registra- 
tion Department. 

During the year under report 1,530 new cycles were registered. The 

total number of registered cycles at the end of the year w'as 7,021. 

The year opened with an arrear demand of Rs. 10,229/- of which 
It*. 1,026/H/- was collected and a further Rs. 347/- on account of fines 
for late payment. The uncollected balance of the arr<‘ar was thus 
Re. 0,2()3/H/-. 

The current demand was Re. 30, KiO - of whicdi Rs. 11,759/- was 
collected. Tho uncollected halaiu'o of the current demand was Rs. 18,050/-. 
On tlie 30th June 1944 the tola) oulstHiiding arrears therefore amounted 
to lie.

30.“) animals died fr )in other causes not of a contagious nature during 
ho year as against 20(> during the pre\ious year. They were reported

ear as .against 10 during the previous year. Of these, 1 4* cases proved 
o l>e Rabies. 


During the year Rin<leipest was reported from 200 villages. 30,583 
>ovines had died before inoculation was carried out. 1,189 bovines were 
no “ulated by the A uti-Uinderpeit Sanim Alon ‘ Method till April 1914. 
^fter that further inoculation w.ts imp)ssible owing to the invasion of 
ifanipur by the enem 3 \ So the number of inoculated bf)vines was small, 
deanwhile the disease subsided of itself. 

Appendix XLIV shows the results of inoculations performed. The 
lumber of animals treated on tour for contagious or non-contagious 
iiseases during the year was 01 1 as against 601 during the previous year, 
’he number of animals castrated on tour during the year was 32 bovines 
,s against 31 bovines during the previous year. Details are given in 
Appendix XLVI. 

Appendix XLV shows the w^ork done at the Veterinary Hospital. 34 
»atients were admitted during the year as against nil during the previ- 
ua year, and 4,132 patients were troate I during the year as agaijist 
,640 during the previou.s year. Medicines were supplied for 1,461 patients 
uring the year as against 1,551 patients during the previous year. The 
latients were not brought to hospital but were treated at their homes 
nth the medicines supplied from the hospital. The decrease in the 
umber of patients was due to the war situati m. 30 animals were 
astrated during the year as against 62 during the previous year. 



127 major and 19 minor oporations were performed during (ha year 
as against 101 major and 8 minor during the previous year* 9 oases 
were reported from two places during the year as against nil during the 
previous year. They were treated with Antry Pol Vet and recovered. 


OHAPTKE IX— INSFRIICTION AND OONSTEDCTION. 


EDUOATIOK. 

During the year under review Sjt. K. K. Bhaskor Singh held charge of 
the Education Department for the first 7 months and Sjt. W. Vumjao 

Singh held charge for the 6 months of the later part of the year. The 

number of Primary Schools in the valley totals 89 w'hich include 1 newly- 
adopted by the State and thfs school-going population luunbers 4.,7r).") of 

■W'hom *1,583 are boy.s and 172 girls. Of the 89 Schools, 3 are U. P. 
Schools, 73 boys L. P. Schools, 2 girls Sc‘ho)ls, 10 Madrassas and I Tol. 

The three U. P. Schools are in Imph'i! aii ! cat'r for those avIu ha\e 
passed the class JI examination. DAiring the ye-ir lo(» pupils attended 
the schools. 5 ) candidates sat for the State U, 1*. examination and 35 

came out successful. 

Of the 73 b )ys L. P. Schools, 10 are in Iin|tlml, 5 in .Iiribam and 
the rest in the rural areas. During tin* year there were 3,85() boys and 
girls on the rolls of the^* Schools as against 4,(111 in the previous year, 
the average daily attendance being 2,72P70. Owing to various difficulties, 
no uniform L. P. examination could be held. Oral examinations were 
however held at se\eral centres, each centre aeoomtnodatitig o schools or 
80. For schools not covered by this examination, particularly scsbools in 
distant villages, school leaving Certificates -were issued to candidates re- 
commended by the Head Pandits concerned. 

Girls L. P. Schools — During the year 97 girls as against G‘.) in the 
previous year attended 2 girls schools. In addition, there were 76 girls 
attending the other schools. 

Only one now survives of the 3 State Sanskrit Tols, 2 having been 
closed for some 2 ;years now. The State maintains a centre for the 
Assam Sanskrit Board Examination at Imphal. During the year 8 candidates 
passed the 3 examinations of the A$.sam Sanskrit Board. 

There are JO Madrassas in the valley which provide for Muslim boys 
and girls exclusively. The curricula for the Madrassas include a course 
in Islamic languages in addition to thoso for L. P. Schools. 

The number of teachers for all the Schools and Madrassas under the 
Department totalled 158. These include 6 matriculates, 10 undermatri- 
ciilates and ID Maulvis. Classified cm a religious basis, there are 128 
Hindu and 30 Muslim teachers. 

Education in Primary Schools is free but in U. P. Schools small tuition 
fees are charged. 

Oning to the loss of school records etc. some schools have not been 
able to submit their reports. 



On account of the abnormal conditions the touring of the inspection 
staff was poor, yet on the whole the work was satisfactory. 

The only Middle English Schools functioning in the Valley during the 
year were the Faizia M, E. Madrassa and the Canchipur Polytechnic 
School. The former’s school building in the British Reserve was in military 
occupation and the school carried on in the Kherogao Lower Primary 
Madrassa school house. The madrassa receives a monthly grant of Rs. 2'V* 
from the State and a further Rs. 30/> from the Assam Government. 
It had during the year three teachers and 5<) pupils, whose average 
daily attendance was 87%. In the iinal examination 0 pupils were successful 
out of the 10 who entered. The Canchipur Polytechnic School carried 
on in a temporary shed with six teachers. There were 232 hoys on 

the roll, the average attendance being 107. Scholarships and liej 
studentships were provided for the first two boys in each class from 
the third upwards. Technical training, however, had to be temporarily 
abandoned. 

The Johnstone High School was the only high school which remained 
open during the year. Classes were hold in tlie headmaster’s house at 
Kha"ompaUi as the school buildings in the British Reserve were occupied 
by the army and 11. A. F. The school is managed by a Committee of 

five members with the Political Agent as ex-officio Chairman and 
Secretary. The President of the Darbar, one Darbar Member, the Head- 
master and one teacher form the Committee. 

During the vear the State’s annual grant to the school was raised 
from Ha. fi.OOtt/- to Hs. 7,00*,-. The school also receives grants of 
Hs. (KK)/- each from the Governments of India and Assam. The teaching 

staff numbered 9 — 5 graduates, 2 l.A.’s and 2 matriculates. Five candi- 
dates took and passed the matriculation examination and out of 112 
who took the School’s annual examination 87 passed. The total enrolment 
was 120. 

Appendices XLVII and XLVllI give details of the various scho )l8 
in tlie State. 

In the Hills, education was seriou.sly interfered with by the Japanese 
incursion and for the Ukhiuil Subdivision no statistic.s are available. 
Before the subdivision was overrun there had been on(j Middle English 
School, one Upper Primary School, four Lower Jh*imaty Schools and 

fifteen Village Schools. In the Tamenglong Subdivision a Middle English 
School was started ; there were also one Upper Primary School, 2 Lower 
Primary Schools and 17 Village Schools. In the Sadar Subdivi.sion there 
were 18 Primary Schools. The Chinga Hill Upper Primary School was 
defunct and the propo.sal to open Upper J’rimary Schools at Tadabi 
(near Mao) and Churachandpur had to be postponed in view of the 
military situation. 

There were five State scholarship holders in the Shillong Government 
High School ; of these, three were Tangkhul Nagas and two Kukis. 
Three State 8oholarship.s were given for higher education, one in the 
Saint Paul'a College, Galoatta. one in the Berry White Medical School, 
Dibrugarh, and owe at the Dacca Medical School. 



The American Baptist Mission has a Middle English School at Kang- 
pukpi and a number of Primary schools in villages. Daring the operations 
Mr. Brook, the Missionary, was forced to withdraw to the Imphal plain 
with the British Troops but with the re-opening of the road he re- 
established himself at Kangpokpi and the Mission resumed its work, The 
headquarters of the Korth-East India Gieneral Mission at Churachandpur 
suffered badly when the Japanese advanced past it up the Tiddim road. 
The missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. Rostad, had, however, left the State at 
the time of the first bombing of Imphal in 1942. The Mission has a 
number of village schools in the hills in the south-west of the State. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The State Public Works Department was in charge of the President, 
Manipur State Darbar, until February Ist 194 1, when it was taken over 
by Sjt. Waikhom Chaoba Singh. Sjt. Kh. Angangjao Singh was State 
Engineer throughout the year. 

A sum of R*. 69,70.')/l0/3 was spent on the upkeep of roads, bridges 
and culverts and a further Rs. 51,433/- on renewals and improvements. 
The chief items of the latter were the improving and diverting of the 
Mayang-lmphal road ( tb. 16,947/13/- ) and the completion of the river 
bund from the Hiyangthang bridge to the Samurow left bank ( Rs, .13,671/2/0). 
The upkeep of ofiices in Imphal cost Rs. 7,389/15/-, that of residences 
in Imphal Rs. 4,890/13/9 and that of State buildings outside Imphal 
Rs. GOO/14/0. Repairs and renewals at Jifibjim cost Re. l,l(()2/10/0 and 
Miscellaneous accounted for Rs. .5,2.53/5/9. 

A sum of Rs. 90,806/- was spent on original works, the most impor- 
tant being improvements to the Mayaqg Imphal road ( Rs. 16,947/-), the 
reconstruction of the Lan8)mbi bridge* ( Rs. 22,595/-) and a new bund 
along the left bank of the Nambol river from Hiyangthang to Hamurow 
( Rs. 33,571/ ). The upkeep of State property in British India' ( Shillong 
and Gauhati ) came to Rs. 2,238/12/0. 

The State Engineer worked in close co-operation with the military 
engineers. As a result of Manipur being an operational area, the existing 
tarmac road from Dimapur to Imphal was widened to take two lines of 
traffic and the road from Implml to Pallel was tarmacked. The bridle 
paths from Pallel to Taromu and down the Ehuga Valley towards Tiddim 
were converted into motorable all-weather roads. Other bridle paths such 
as that to Ukhrul and that from Bjshenpur to ^iribam ( “ the Silchar Track ” ) 
were made passable for jeeps. The remaining roads in the Valley suffered 
badly from having to take large numbers of military vehicles for which 
they were never intended. Their restoration presents the State with a 
major problem. 

In the Hills, the State Engineer is in charge of the construction and 
maititenanue of all wire suspe-ision bridges, and of the construction of 
yncoa buildings. During the year Hs. 1,924/8/0 was spent on the upkeep 
of bridges and buildings. In the course of the operations the Japanese 
destroyed the Suhdivisional Officer's bungalow at Ukhrul and the former 
Subdivisional Officer's bungalow at Ghuraobsodp>», which had been let 
to the North East India General Mission, was destreyei as a measure 
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The Subdirisionat Officers were responsible for the construction and 
maintenance of haeha buildings, bridle paths, potty bridges and culverts. 
They were also responsible for the inainteuanoe of facca buildings in 
their subdivisions.

WATER-WORKS AMD HYDRO-ELECTRIC. 

Both the State Water-works and the Hydro-Electric Scheme were 
run by the military throughout the year. The pipe-line of the former 
was on one occasion cut by the Japanese but proved easily reparable. 
The power-house of the latter .was abandoned for a short period during 
the siege of Imphal but fortunately was not interfered with and work 
was resumed as soon as the Japanese retreated.
